What-is the political outlook?. Who will be the candi¬ 
dates? What will be the issues and which partv will win? 
These are the questions freely discussed by the (H'ople in the 
closing year of every national ndipinistroiion and we are in the 
midst of that period and will soon l>e in the heat of the contest which 
will determine for four years more the |a)litical. economic and .social 
destiny of the nation. 

The vision of the average observer of {tolitical cvctits is limited to 
the two dominant parties, anil he is so absorbe'il in their maneuvering 
that he is'oblivious to the changing conditions vvliich uitimately ne¬ 
cessitate a new party ns the e.vpon uit of a new ii-sue which has evolved 
in the order of progress and must he .settled in the niareh of events. 

The llepublicsn jiarty came into existence upon the issue of chat¬ 
tel slavery. It was uirmally orgnnizctl in IH.'d. but had no great fol¬ 
lowing and attracted but little attention. In the- national election of 
IS.'iti it was a “third party” and hy the great majority was ignored nr 
treated witli contemjit. In IWtit), four ye.irs .later, this insignificant 
minority, having become the compiering majority, -wept the nation 
seixs’d its reins and guided its destiny. 

Back of 18.H, for many year-, the conditions which neee.ssitated 
the Republican party had developel in orilerly sispicnn', hut the aver¬ 
age voter was too blindly devotoil to his own p.irty and too busy fight"- 
ing its leading op|ainent to pay any attention to the laws of evolutior 
or the forces of ))rogress. 

In the national election this \eir a third party will apitear, whose 
portent will la- nrognized when the n-sult of the vote is announced in 
N'ovember. Tlii- party is the .Socialist fiurty, and the vote it will poll 
will lie a surprise to the nation. 

But the mere vote itself would amount to notiting were it not for 
what the vote stands. .\nd this is the im|>ortant |)oint to take into ac¬ 
count when the jiolitical situation is under consideration. The Social¬ 
ist partv is committed, not to reform, but to revolution. Its face is set 
like flint against fusion in every, f-irm. It would rather die than com- 
promi.s<\

Said the N. Y. Evening Journal: 
“.At the appeararice of Mr. Debs 
the audience ro.se and cheered for 
five minute.s. The scene resembl¬ 
ed ti e cheering of'a national con- 
venlio.i when the nomination 
spoeche-s end. Enthusiastic men 
in the gallery leaned far over the 
rail, shouting and waving their 
hats. Many women in the au¬ 
dience ilirew flowers at tlie stage 
and etieer after cheer rent the 
building. It was a glorious wel¬ 
come and as .Mr. Debs stood bow¬ 
ing his acknowledgement, it 
could he easily seen that he was 
deeply affected.

Municipal enterpriaes WOULD XOT FIXD A\T INCENTIVE 
FOB DOING ONE OF THESE THINGS. 

The proof that private companies have carried on transacGons in 
viidation of Uw and of the public good is found in the fact that they 
have falsified their reporta,.made under the law; and is further demon¬ 
strated by the fact that they have frcqncnUy preferred "to completely 
destroy their records, rather than allow them to the bron^t into court 
as evidence. 

No municipal enterprise would or could do cither. 

•ITiere is no fact better attested tlut the fact that tho corporations 
are “in politics.” It would be impossible to bring them more com¬ 
pletely and corruptly into mnnicipol eampai^ than the)' now arc. 
TOey have comSpted every party that has been m power; thej' have been 
the focal pohit around which campaign after enmpai;;^ has Wn or¬ 
ganized! they have furnished funds to both the old parties for their 
campaigns; the)' have had their secret and open rings in council cham¬ 
bers and in executive offlees ; -their stock-holders become city officials, 
and in their positions represent the corporation interests more than 
those of their constituents. 

A’ofie of thrft Oixn^ii would be posfible to a municipal department. 

The methods ani^ interests of the private corporations ore such as 
to attract the worst men into public office. There is a premium placwl 
upon this eless of men in public office by the well known practices of 
corrupt an 1 corrupUng corporations. Men prominent in social snd 
business ciriles seem to find it necessary to ii.se the most degrading, dis¬ 
honest and disreputable methods, iu order to “safe-guard tho interests” 
of their companies. 

None of these things would be “necessary’" from nn\ point of v'iew 
to secure the successful carrying on of any iminicipal-cnternrisc. 

Os the contrary, with the incentive of I'orruption renoved, with 
the removal of the big corporation.® having faiors to seek from tlie city, 
disreputable men would no longer be willing to serve in public office, 
and the way would be open to men wlio are now unwilling to run for 
office owing to the fact that “it is a disgrace to be known a.s an ‘aider- 
man.’ ” 

It is dangerous at present for anv man in putdie life, or any news¬ 
paper.- to criticise the corrupt practices of the politicians and tlie cor¬ 
porations. Man after man has suffered defeat at the liands of mysteri¬ 
ous influences. Iieeaiise he lies endeavored to investigate only tlie prac¬ 
tices connected with the granting of special priviVges, the remittance 
of taxes, the failure to enforce existing jaws,.nr the Introduction of laws 
ealcnlatcil to strengthen the hold .of Uie corporation upon the public life. 
The same men who nr.' the principal and eontrolling proprietors of those 
great corporations are also the proprietors of tlic great dailies, or are 
able to control cnougli of the newspapers so as to neutralize any attacks 
that may be made tijion them by honest men and editors who wisli to 
expose corrupt practices. 

No municipal cnterpri.se could thus stifle public opinion, prevent 
criticism of its practices, drive men out of puldie office, purcli.sse the 
pnhlic press, frighten the pulpit and platform speakers, compel all 
political parties to come to it for campaign fumi.s and all ambitious men 
to approach it for political favors. 

Thus an analy.sis of the forces and facts at work in connwtinn willi 
the great public utilities shows tliat nearly every force that now make- 


M T the principle of colltetive ownerehip' and control, even in the 
case of mnnieipel enterprises, .and specially in view of the 
fart that there has exisM both in Enropf and Amwica an 
effort to discredit the principle of mnnicipal owner¬

^ , tiiosi' who are presenting the case for municipal socialization arc almost 
s- -witliout exception either investigators who simply report their finding, 
or else men who have nothing to gain personally by the adoption of the 
S principle, except as they would profit along with the whole people.

t. Municipaittalion leadt to, further political corruption. 

; In view of the fact that the water department has never been known

? regard to these statements, and also to draw inferences. , 
f Tho possibilities of corruption in any organization are two-fold, 

viz.: (q) within the organization itaelf, and (b) between, the organiza- 
' God, or some part of it, and ontside forces. Under the firsl. in the case 
of a municipal enterprise, would come favoritism on-the part of officials 
V towards friends and relatives, leading to inefficiency'on the part of the 
; working force. A properly organized Civil Service cnrapletely answers 

; this objection; and civil service is facilitated, not interfered with, by 

municipaiization. 

Under the second head come all the briberiea, having for their pur¬ 
pose tho sale of materials, or special favors in the way of eervicc by the 
- municipality. But this second does not depend npon the fact that the 
municipality controls the enterprise. It is quite as common in private 
huaincis. 

Bnt there are other and convincing arguments to be brought, which 
completely establish the caae. 

Private companies, under the necessity of producing (or profit, and 
I under the limitations of private capital, are constantly found guilty of 
violatioiis of laws. They evade taxes; thev refuse te furnish the service 
required bt franchises and charter prorisi'on.s; they destroy property of 
their own and other companies to cany out their purposes; they system- 
- ttically-bribe public officials of all gr^es.

William E. Curtis writes from 
Japan to the newspapers that before t*- advent of Christianity there 
drunkenness was practically Hnkno..n. And he says. ‘‘That is sonii*- 
thinR to think about. Is Christianity a failure in its influence over 
tlie ;>crsonal habits of mankind? W^hy is it that the heathen behnv.’ so 
much Isetter than those who have the li/jht of the gospel? At one time 
early in the modernizing of Japan, her statesmen seriously contem- 
platrvl making Christianity the state religion and organizing a st.ste 
ehureh like the establishcil church in England. That was thirty years 
ago. and pr'rhaps something might have come of the proposition had 
not the embassy of Wise men who went around the world studying 
foreign aflairs and customs advised against it on the ground that there 
was so miieh more crime, vice and poverty in Isondon, Paris, Rome. 
Vienna, Xcw A’ork and other great Christian cities than in Tokyo 
and other heathen cities of Japan. And the rontrast still grows in the 
mn.st striking manner.” Of course it is environment that largely 
shaiies the man. and while it will not be contented that it is Christian¬ 
ity /HT .sc tiuit produces the slums and the human demoralization in tbe 
chpitalist cities, still Christianity, is the religion of capitalism and is 
made to play an important part in the subjugation of the world in the 
inter.vts of capitalism. Capitalism dominates it and demoralizes it 
and corrupts it with money. It nses it as a cloak: it u.ses it to justify 
all its crimes. There is no capitalistic war so terrible‘that the Chri.s- 
tian poics-U on either side cannot be made to contend that the army of 
their particular side is the favorite of God and tinder his personal 
direction. In the conflicts between capital and labor, no matter how 
great the e.vtrcmity of the workers and how just their grieveanees the 
preacher in most eases is ready with hia sermon from the text, “Ser¬ 
vants oliey your ilastcrs.” 

Iwt us see what the relation between capitalism and the church is: 

When capitalism seeks to expand and to subjugate weaker races 
it “ir t sends out missionaries of the gospel to convert the people it 
wi.vhc> to comincreially capture. 'I'he rest follows as a natural conse¬ 
quence. For years the missionaries worked in .Tapan and China. To¬ 
day .lapan is a rieji field for the eapitalists and inercasing numbers of 
factories are changing the people from a measurably free out-door race 
into a people held captive by the plucking process of capitalism, with 
the more luckless of the young men and women hoing herded in wage 
slavery and loeke<l up during the daylight in great factories which rap¬ 
idly turn them into consumptives. When they break down they are 
ruthlessly east aside and a new set of victims plaeeil at their tasks. 
The chnditions there arc most deplorable, for capita'ism with its con- 
seienceless greed sucks the very life blood of the poorer classes. 

In this country, we find the church evey ready to justify by 
adroitly chosen texts the exploitation of the workers by the eapitali-it 
profit system. We find it through its priests telling the people that 
the conditions of ma.ster and servant are God-ordained, and that the 
trials of the poor do no make much diflerenee. anyway, as God has 
prepared a glorious hereafter for the suflerers and no matter how 
miielt they suffer on earth by the greed of Christian business men, it 
■will he all made go.Hl after they die. Katnrally the capitalists have 
made the most of this, and as Hanna said, look to the church to keep 
the iieople submissive while the capitalist .system continues to operate 
and draw its increase. The capitalist regards religion as a soothing sy- 
mp for the exploited workers, He is therefore most willing to help the 
building of more cliiirehes and to contribute to church funds, and this 
liberality of his has produced e thankfulness on the part of the church 
that he also niakes valuable use of. It drives the poor man out of the 
ehurvh. however, and will in time revenge itself on the church. The 
thankfulness of the ehurclies helps him to iLse religion as a cloak, and 
he can «iHiH-ze or overtask his employes week days to the limit of 
hmnun endurance and then preserve the hrightnes of his halo by look¬ 
ing very pioiis on Sunday. He can lie, cheat and steal and ' dodge 
taxes and still remain a-pillar of the ehureh if he will only show some 
religious activity on .Sundays. Or, if he lie a Rockefeller or a Schwab, 
lie can apimrlion a small fraction of his stealings to the church and
